Relief of the situation in the 
drouth-stricken areas cf South¬ 
ern Saskatchwan, Alberta ana 
Southwest Manitoba, is provided 
for in an arrangements conduct 
fcd between federal and proving 
al governments and the rail¬ 
ways. Some 45,000 families and 
500,00d cattle arc affected by 
the droutth. continuing foi its 
fourth season. The mattei has 
been under advisment here for 


th past month. 

Assistance is to be given t( 
the movement of both settlers 
and livestock to areas furthe* 
north. Moreover, the droutl 
areas may be take 1 
ever by the Dominion gov 
eminent, createn into a federal 
district, and subjected to such 
scintific treatment by experts 
as will restore the normal fertil 
ity. 

Under the terms cf the agree 
ment reached between the fed 
eral and provincial government 
and the railways, the latter r/, 
ree jto transport cattle from th< 
drouth areas to the feeding grou 
nd3 in the north at 50 per cent 
of the normal freight rale; set 
tiers and their effects arc to be 
trans. 01 ted livm / \.ulh areas 
rt 66 2-3. f ihe normal charge 
and feed and fodder is to br 
carried into the drouth areas 
fer the cattle which have to br 
kept there f< r Ihe families re¬ 
maining at 60 2-3 of thci norma 1 
charge.

During the summer months, 
lhc> Town Hall grounds with the 
rows of fragrant and beautiful 
llowei*s have been n source of 
continual joy and satisfaction 
to all citizens of the Town, and 
th p caretaker, C. Walker is to be 
commended for tlu interest hi 
has taken in keeping the lawns 
and ilower beds so beautiful. 

Hacked by the building itself, 
fronted with the Memorial, 
which With its repairs this 
spring, is a real beauty, the 
spacious lawns have been like

CROP TESTING PLAN 

A considerable number of 

small plots of wheat have been 
grown at the Station for the 
past thrtv seasons to determine 
the purity of seed used by the 
jNCii ge farmer in the district. 
Samples were obtained from el- 
ivatoi agents; representing grain 
crops marketed by different 
farmers and a w niail plot was 
sown from each \r mer's sam¬ 
ple t.p deter, me the purity oi 
it. 

Just previcus to : p westing a 
Field Day has been held each 
season at the Station to which 
elevator agents and the farmers 
who supplied the sample.- are 
invited. The plots were the » 
caretully examin J and the im¬ 
purities contain** in t.iem were 
demonstrated. M\\ b. H. New¬ 
man, the Dominion ( 
has been in attend ore on these 
occasions and has .einonstrated 
the characteristics of the differ¬ 
ent common varieties of wheat 
to enable farmers to examine 
their own wheat fields nnd de¬ 
termine their purity. 

This season a few other cie- 
valors joined in with the Searle 
Grain Company in Ibis Crop 
Testing Plan and samples were 
supplied by approximat Ay 20 
farmers from each of iho foi 
lowing points; Walsh, Brocket, 
Barons, Burdett, Bow Is and, 
Gleiixvoodville, Pearce, Barnwell 
and Turin. In addition to these, 
83 samples were obtained from 
the Ellison Milling Company 
from wheat shipments deliver¬ 
ed to them at points in the vic¬ 
inity of Lethbridge, making a 
total of 263 sample* tested. 

These plots, were all examined 
and graded from the standpoint 
of purity into three clashes, nam 
ely: A, B and C. In "A” cbi s 
were placed all plots which wore 
found sufficiently puie to warr¬ 
ant the use of this seed for fui- 

a show garden for visitors, we

ur e use. Samples grading ‘TV 
contained several imprities but 
represented seed of a high 
enough standard to continue 
for a few years longer. “C” 
samples represented crops suffi¬ 
ciently low in purity to necessi¬ 
tate an exchange for better 
seed. Of the 263 plots examin¬ 
ed, 20% graded “A”, 30% grad- 
and 50% graded “C”. 
This shows a decided need for 
improvement of the quality of 
seed wheat used in the district 
Farmers whose samples graded 
“C” are advised to procure bet¬ 
ter seed for next year. In many 
cases thi s can bet {done at no ex¬ 
pense by exchanging grain with 
other farmers who are deliver¬ 
ing to the same elevator wheat 
which graded “A”. We under¬ 
stand that the agents who ob¬ 
tained the samples last spring 
are willing to assist farmers i.i 
making these exchanges. 

This topic will probably be

cost, it’s the upkeep that makes 
motoring expensive. Yet, few realize 
that they can avoid many of Hie 
major expenses of an automobile 
with a little care. 

It has been told previously how 
the finish of the car may be pre¬ 
served indefinitely by regular 
cleaning and waxing. This is true 
also of the closed car top. If care 
Is taken of the top when it is new 
it's life may he prolonged indefi¬ 
nitely at little expense. 

Most closed car tops consist of 
fabric which is coated with a rub¬ 
ber composition and finished with 
h black baked enamel. Exposure 
to the weather causes the varnish- 
finish of the top to slowly dis¬ 
integrate or chalk, which is first 


velons, the checks may enlarge into 
cracks, which may eventually pene¬ 
trate through to the fabric and re¬ 
sult in leaks. 

As most car frames are made of 
kiln dried wood which rots quickly 
when exposed to moisture, a leaky 
top may cause considerable damage. 
By the time the motorist realizes 
that the top needs patching, he 
may fin 1 it necessary to have part 
of the framework rebuilt, which is 
a long and expensive job. 

Frequent inspection of the top is 
essential, and when weathering 
starts it should he re-finished with 
a coating of properly formulated 
top dressing.
